Christine: 

I understand  the  Tribe’s  concerns.  All  of  our  senior  leadership,  including  our  Regional 
Administrator,  are  actively  engaged  in  emergency  response  at  the  spill  site  and  at  primarily 
affected  communities  on  the  Navajo  Nation  and  would  not  likely  be  available  to  engage  in 
consultation  until  late  next  week.  I am  also  deployed  at  Navajo  Nation  through  the 
weekend.  I would  be  happy  to  speak  myself  to  the  Chairman  and  identify  what  concerns  he 
has  that  need  our  input  (“scoping”  per  the  Consultation  Policy),  and  to  find  the  right 
individuals  to  provide  assist  with  further  discussion.  Would  that  be  a passable  solution  for 
the  immediate  needs?  I would  be  engaging  with  our  Emergency  Response  at  Lake  Powell  to 
provide  the  Chairman  with  the  best  perspective  on  downriver  impacts. 


If  you  are  not  already,  I would  encourage  you  to  actively  monitor  the  EPA  Response  site  for 
this  incident,  it  is  being  updated  more  than  daily  with  data,  notices,  and  situation  reports. 
Most  everything  we  would  have  to  tell  the  Chairman  has  already  been  posted  to  that  site 
about  conditions  and  response  activities  to  date.
